JEFFERSON CITY, April 3— 
State Treasurer G. Hubert Bates 
told the Post-Dispatch today 
that he is a stockholder in a 
bank in which he approved the 
placing of a $300,000 interest: | 
free deposit of state funds. 

The bank Is the Lexington | 
Savings Trust Co. at Lexington, | 
his former home town. His cou- | 
sin, W. H. Bates, is vice rl 
dent of the bank. 

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly be a 
director and stockholder of the | 
First National Bank at Leba- 
non, his. home town, which also 
has a state deposit of $300,000 
on which no interest is paid to 
— the Post-Dispatch was 
old. 


State law prohibits the State 
Treasurer from profiting per- 
sonally from state funds under 
his control, but there is no 
statute which specifically pro- 
hibits the Governor from having 
any connection with a bank in 
which interest-free state funds 
are kept. 


Gov. Donnelly, who was in 
Lebanon today, said he has been 
a director of the First National 
Bank there since before his 
election as Governor the first 
time in 1944. The bank, he said, 
has been a depository for state 
funds for many years, begin- 
ning some time before his first 
term as Governor, 


“TE thought about giving it up 
when I was elected the first 
time,” Donnelly reported, “but 
I decided to stay on because 
the bank is a national bank and 
not a state bank.” 


Dalton Plans Study. 


Attorney General John M. 
Dalton said he planned to look 
into the law and the facts to 
determine exactly what the 
statutes provided concerning 
the earning of any income by 
a state official on bank deposits 
of state funds. 


Reached shortly before he 
left for Kennett, Mo., to vote 
in a special election there, Dal- 
ton said he had just heard of 
Bates’s connection with the 
Lexington bank. He ‘said he 
wanted to see whether any 
79 relate to such a situa- 
tion 


It was indicated the inquiry 
woul include a study whether 
Sections 558.220, 558.230 and 
558.240, relating to the lending 
or benefiting from public funds 
by officials under certain cir- 
cumstances, are applicable. 


Bates has the initial author- 
ity to select the banks in which 
State funds are deposited. His 
selections, however, are subject 
to subsequent approval by the 
Governor and State Auditor 
Haskell Holman. Auditor Hol- 
man is not an officer or stock- 
holder in any bank, he told the 
Post-Dispatch. 


Section 30.400, Revised Stat- 
utes of Missouri, 1949, makes it 
a felony for a State Treasurer 
to make a profit from the 
“loaning, depositing or other- 
wise using or disposing” of 
state funds under his control 
“in any manner whatever.” 

Penalty for Violation. 

Violation of the law is pun- 
ishable by a penitentiary term 
of not less than two years. The 
statute also provides the State 
Treasurer would be liable on 
his bond for all profits realized 
from any unlawful use of state 
funds. 

Under the law, the Attorney 
General would be responsible 
for determining whether any 
suits should be instituted for

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
today indorsed proposals for 
construction of municipal ga- 
rages and parking lots, and an- 
nounced that the city will seek 
enabling legislation when the 
Missouri General Assembly 
meets next January. - 


The Off-Street Parking Com- 
mission yesterday recommend- 
ed that the city build two down- 
town garages and develop four 
parking lots in the Baden, 
Cherokee and Wellston shop- 
ping districts to combat loss of 
business to the suburbs. | 

At the same time, it pointed 
out that St. Louis is handi- 
capped by lack of authority to 
take over residential property 
for parking or to pledge future 
receipts from parking meters 
for retirement of revenue 
bonds. It urged that the city 
seek these powers from the 
Legislature. 

‘Pressing Need.’ 

“The administration has long 
held the viewpoint that more 
off-street parking is one of the 
most pressing needs of our 
community,” Mayor Tucker de- 
clared. “Every effoft will be 
made to translate these recom- 
mendations into reality § as 
quickly as possible. 

“It is regrettable that fail- 
ure of the last General Assem- 
bly to pass the necessary legis- 
lation has made it extremely 
difficult to provide sorely 
needed parking facilities in 
outlying shopping areas. We 
will do everything in our pewer 
to provide such facilities with- 
in the present limitations of 
state law. 

“A new “bill authorizing the 
city to condemn residential 
property for off-street parking 
and clearly permitting the ear- 
marking of future parking me- 
ter revenues to help finance 
parking facilities will be intro- 
duced and pressed by the city | 
in the next regular session of 
the Legislature.” 

$5,080,000 Cost. 

The program proposed by the 
Off-Street Parking Commission 
would cost approximately $5,- 
080,000. It would be financed 
primarfly by ‘30-year revenue 
bonds, supplethented* to some 
extent by parking meter re- 


ceipts. . 

' Downtown Garages. 

The two downtown garages 
would be designed for customer 
self-parking. One would be a 
structure of five and one-half 
stories covering most of the 
block bounded by Eighth and 
Ninth streets, Delmar boulevard 
and Lucas avenue. The other 
would be a five-story building 
taking up the entire block 
bounded by Broadway and 
Chestnut, Pine and Sixth 
streets. 

The Delmar garage would 
cost $1,830,000 and accomodate 
642 automobiles. The Chestnut 
garage, with 823 parking 
spaces, would cost $2,700,000. 
It was proposed that the, city 
finance the two projects by is- 
suing two types of revenue 
bonds—Series A totaling $3,- 
500,000 and Series B for $1,- 
000 


,000. 
. Series A bonds would have 
a prior lien on revenues and 
would be sold in the financial 
market. Series B bonds would 
have a secondary demand on 
income and woul sold to 
merchants and other business 
men who would stand to bene- 
fit from improved parking fa- 
cilities.

the Nazi dragon. 

When the Soviet army poured 
into Hungary, Wallenberg, a 
Christian, became involved in 
Communist charges that he had 
helped many persons flee to} 
the West. He was reported | 
taken into custody. | 

The case became a hot politi- ' 


‘eal issue in neutral Sweden, 
'and in 1947 1,000,000 taxpayers 


signed a petition demanding 
that the Russians release him. 
A huge file has accumulated on 
the case, purporting to show 
where Wallenberg was being 
held at different times. Erland- 
er was reported to have brought 
this dossier with him to Mos- 
cow. 

The Prime Minister said the 
Soviet government had assured 
him it has been investigating 
Wallenberg’s disappearance and 
has compiled extensive material 
on the circumstances. He said, 
the Soviet government report- | 
ed that Wallenberg was “res- | 
cued” by the Soviet army when 
it marched into Hungary. 

Most of the information 
gleaned has been based on in-| 
terrogation of former prison- | 
ers of war who recently fell ine! 
to Soviet hands, Erlander said. | 

“The Soviet government has’ 
promised to continue its in-' 
vestigation in the hope of find- 
ing a solution to the problem,” 
Erlander said. 

Asked whether he was sure 
Wallenberg is alive, Erlander | 
replied, “If I knew we would 
not be negotiating so hard.” 

He did not elaborate. 


BROWNELL ASKS CONGRESS

Live at Bare Subsistence Level, 
Yet They Reject Resettlement 


They Fear Rehabilitation Would End 
Chances of Ever Getting Back Property 
in Israel — Refugees Exist on Rations 
Costing $1.80 a Month a Person.

BETHLEHEM, Jordan, April 3. 


T HE 900,000 Arab refugees 


personal hardship and an economic burden on the rest of 
the world, but most importantly they are a continuing cause’ 
of bitter enmity between Israel and the surrounding Arab 


nations. 


Inspection of two camps that 
hold some of Jordan's 450,000 
displaced Arabs showed how 
they live after eight years as 
refugees and gave some idea of 
their hopes for the future. 

Daaisheh Camp, on the road 
between Bethlehem and He- 
bron, is a collection of gray 
tents and one-room adobe 
houses scattered among the 
boulders up the side of a hill. 
In the tin-roofed administration 
shack, a blackboard summarized ‘ 
the camp population: 922 fam- 
ilies, 5107 persons, 764 tents, 
187 huts. 

Men Gossip, Women Work. 

The men mostly stood around 
gossiping, in their long robes 
and white Arab headdresses, 
while the women trudged back 
to camp with loads of the 
thorny brush that is their main 
fuel supply or carried water 
from a central tank in clay jugs 
or jeep gasoline cans balanced 


on their heads. : 
Visiting individual tents 
meant picking one’s way 


through the thick mud remain- 
ing from last week’s rains. 

Inside was sleeping, living, 
cooking and eating space for’ 
from four to nine persons. A 
mother or grandmother usually 
was to be found squatting on 
the clean-swept adobe floor 
with the barefooted younger 
children of the family. Mat- 
tresses, which cover the floor at 
night, had been stacked at one 
side, with the one cotton blank- 
et issued to every three per- 
sons. 

Bare Subsistence Ration. 

Most tents had no furniture 
except for a sort of built-in 
dresser—an inner wall fash- 
ioned of mud and straw with 
rounded cubbyholes stuffed 
with a few pieces of spare 
clothing. Each tent also had 
its mud and straw flour bin, a 
hopper to keep the precious 
flour ration dry, with a hand 
hole stuffed with a rag at the 
bottom. 

This bare subsistence is pro- 
vided at $1.80 a person a month 
by the United Nations Relief 
and Works Administration for 
Palestine Refugees, to which 
the United States is the biggest 
contributor, with additional 
help including second-hand 
clothing from private charitable 
organizations.

Borderline Cases. 

The first families who agreed 
to resettlement in Jordan, he 
said, were mostly those with 
forged identification papers or 
borderline cases whose rations 
might have been cut off any- 
how. He said some who would 
like to take the family farms 
felt this would mean disloyalty 
to the refugee cause. Threats 
by other refugees sometimes 
caused families to back out aft- 
er agreeing to resettlement, he 
added. 

Individual refugees, asked 
whether they would accept com- 
pensation for property they 
may have had in what is now 
Israel, insisted the only solu- 
tion was to “send the Jews back 
where they came from and let 
us return to our homes.’ The 
same reply, in almost identical

Missouri legislators in the aggregate over the 
last quarter century and more can take a collec- 
tive bow. The United States Supreme Court, 
speaking through Chief Justice Warren, has 
just paid them a high compliment. It has done 
so in its decision in the case of Communist Steve 
Nelson of Pittsburgh. 

What the Supreme Court did was to invali- 
date Pennsylvania's state sedition law and in 
terms so broad as to knock the legal pins from 
under other state sedition laws. The compliment

“The greatest dangers to liberty,” 
Mr. Justice Brandéis once observed, 
“lie in the insidious encroachments of 
men of zeal... .” 


“We have séen the men of zeal run- 
ning free from restraint or caution in 
recent years. Now, one by one, their 
encroachments are being examined by 
the objective standards of law and the 
Constitution. 

We. are on the road home from an 
alien path to the native ground of 
our freedom. 

This seems, per- 
haps, an excessive 
rejoicing at a. lit- 
tle-noticed legal 
maneuver. But it is 
in such maneuvers 
that freedom has 
won or lost and in 
this. one freedom 
has won a. great 
battle. 

In brief, the De- 
partment of Justice 
has decided not to 
appeal to the Su- 
preme Court a Cal- 
ifornia ruling 
which said that seamen may not be de- 
prived of their jobs for security reasons 
unless they are informed of the nature 
and sources of charges against them. 

The Department so decided, reports 
The New York Times, because it felt, 
in view of other recent court decisions 
on cases involving anonymous inform- 
ers, that it could not win an appeal. 

The men of zeal who have so pas- 
sionately defended their use of anony- 
mous informants are now driven to the 
open admission that they cannot justify 
themselves against the law. 

The case on which the Government 
has abandoned its position dealt with 
a security rule by which the Coast 
Guard passes upon fitness of seamen to 
work on American ships or docks, _ 

The program affected about. 500,000 
men, many of whose lives probably 
would not make Sunday school texts. 

Hundreds, possibly thousands, have

been deprived of the only trade they 
knew by arbitrary judgments against 
which they could not appeal. 


A California district judge ordered 
that they be given a general summary 
of the charges against them, but up- 
held the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, which has claimed that its sources 
of information must remain secret. 

The Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals 
then heard the seamen’s case. And it 


is the majority opinion of this court’ 


which has caused the Department of 
Justice to withdraw. 

It is a good opinion, written by men 
who know the law and rejoice in it: It 
is destined to be quoted often in months 
and years to come, as we come to con- 
sider still other encroachments by the 
men of zeal... “well meaning but with- 
out understanding,’ as Judge Brandeis 
described them. 

Its decision, that the seamen are en- 
titled to know who has accused them, 
and of what, may remove from inves- 
tigating agencies “a certain kind of in- 
formation,” said the Court. But... 

“It is unbelievable that the result 
will prevent able officials from se- 
curing proof. Surely it is better that 
these agencies suffer from handicap 
than that the citizens of a freedom- 
loving country shall be denied that 
which has always been considered their 
birthright. 

“Indeed it may well be that in the 
long run nothing but beneficial results 
will come from a lessening of such tale- 
bearing. The objective of perpetuating 
a doubtful system of secret informers 
likely to bear on the innocent as well 
as upon the guilty cannot justify an 
abandonment here of the ancient stand- 
ards of due process.

Between Book Ends 
A Kentucky Rebel’'s War 


JOHNNY GREEN OF THE ORPHAN BRIGADE. 
THE JOURNAL OF A CONFEDERATE SOLDIER. 
Edited by A. D. Kirwan. (Universily of Kentucky 
Press, 217 pgs., $3.59.) 

The “orphans” of this lively, vari- 
colored personal narrative are Ken- 
tucky’s First Brigade of the Confeder- 
ate forces. Although some accounts at- 
tempt a different explanation, the bri- 
gade apparently won its. name because 
the Bluegrass State did not join the 
South and its men were, in a fashion, 
isolated from their homes and their 
people. 

Yet these “orphans” had a vivid and 
roaring history. Mr. Kirwan, already 
favorably known for his “Revolt of the 
Rednecks,” a serious study of Missis- 
sippi politics, notes that the brigade had 
a high record for military achievement. 
It showed its mettle in nine major en- 
gagements in the West. At the start it 
had a total of 5000 volunteers; with the 
war’s ending for the Southerners, only 
900 effectives could be counted. 

The University of Kentucky here of- 
fers the first published presentation of 
one of the most engaging journals of 
the war. John Williams Green was less 
than 20 when he enlisted in 1861 and 
he remained in the conflict through all 
of its tragic course. Unlike many oth- 
ers, his account is a coherent, unified 
narrative, proceeding clearly from en- 
counter to encounter. 


Young Johnny had enough of per- 
sonal adventures to satisfy a romantic 
mind. He missed death by fractions of 
an inch; he kept his spirit under har- 
rowing conditions and he had the gift 
of humor. But he was a good observer 
of the grimmer incidents, the hates and 
furies of men under fire, th he 
himself showed little of the blind bitter- 
ness of some around hém. 


Mr. Kirwan calls attention to Green's 
telling of the episode of the Irish sol- 
dier at Stone’s river. The man carried a 
wounded fellow, who had caught a bul- 
let in the Jeg, over a long trip through 
irregular terrain, On the way, unknown 
to the man below, the unfortunate pas- 
senger was blasted in the head and 
killed. Arrived at their destination, the 
first soldier remonstrated with the dead 
one: “I thought you said it’ was your 
leg you were shot in.” 

Shiloh, Baton Rouge, Chickamauga, 
Missionary Ridge, Murfreesboro, Vicks- 
burg, Atlanta... . The “Orphan Bri- 
gade” saw them all. Few similar ac- 
counts cover so wide a territory, or do 
it with such zest and action. Here is an 
impressive addition to the still-growing

SETS AGE OF EARTH 
AT 4.3 BILLION TEARS 


Urey Says Estimate Is 
Based on Study of Ele- 
ments in Meteorites. 


The earth and the solar sys- 
tem are about 4,500,000,000 
‘years old, Harold C. Urey, 
Nobel prize winning chemist, 
said here last night. 


Urey told the St. Louis sec- 
tion of the American Chemical 
Society that scientists now have 
| three separate methods of esti- 
| mating the earth's age, all based 
on the study of elements in 
meteorites, which he described 
as “relics of the origin of the 
solar system.” 

In an earlier talk yesterday 
_ to a seminar at Washington Uni- 
| versity, he remarked that “we 
| will never know how the solar 

system originated the way we 
| know other scientific facts.” 
| Therefore, he said, the argu- 
' ments used to support theories 
of solar origin are “highly im- 
portant.” 

Problem Now Studied. 

Composition of meteorites in- 
dicates “a giant atomic fire” 
billions of years ago, he said. 
The problem scientists now are 
studying, he told the audience 
at Louderman Hal on the cam- 
pus, is what was the heating 
source for that fire. 

Urey, who is distinguished 
service professor of chemistry 
at the Enrico Fermi Institute of 
Nuclear Studies, University of 
Chicago, said that in recent 
years, a number of theories on 
this subject have been rejected, 
including one of his own. 

Urey said that the question 
of the origin of elements was 
not in his field, but suggested 
that the heavier elements “must 
have been made in concentra- 
‘tions of neutrons at high tem- 
peratures.” 

This probably took place, he 
said, in the interior of stars 
which blew. up and were scat- 
tered as dust and gas. As to the 
origin of the heaviest elements 
—uwuranium and thorium—'we 
have no idea,” he added. 

Difference of Opinion. 

On the subject of meteorites, 
he observed wryly, “there is a 
marked disagreement between 
museum directors and chemists. 

“Museum directors think that 
all meteorites should be put in 
glass cases and placed on view. 
Chemists feel that all meteor- 
ites should be dissolved in hy- 
drochloric acid,” for analysis. 
| The noted chemist spoke to

Dr. Scheele’s Views. 

The man with the answers is 
Dr. Leonard A. Scheele, surgeon 
general of the United States 
Public Health Service. Here 
are his views: 

Question: Dr. Scheele, is the 
present Salk vaccine safe? 

Answer: Yes, as safe as 
science can make it. We have 
had no reason to believe that 
any lots of vaccine have had 
any problem in terms of safety 
since the problem we had of 
the Cutter vaccine last year. 

Q. There is little or no risk, 
then, for a child who takes the 

vaccine? 

|. A. We believe there is no 

| substantial risk in taking the 

| vaccine but the risk of con- 

tracting polio is, of course, a 

substantial one by comparison. 
How Effective? 


Q. How effective is Salk vac- 
cine in preventing paralytic 
polio? 

A. During the last year of 
use, we found it was about 75 
per cent effective even though 
most children got only one shot. 
Only one-fourth as many vacci- 
nated children got paralytic 
polio as did those in the same 
group that did not get the vac- 
cine, 
| @. Some areas are postpon- 
,ing their third shots-in order 
to extend available supplies of 
_vaccine. If a child has only 
two shots, will he be protected 
during this year’s polio season? 

A. Yes. I think we can say 
they will have quite good pro- 
tection in most cases. 

Q. Is it recommended that 
children get one shot, at least, 
even though they are unable to

Enough Vaccine? 

Q. What about supplies, doc- 
tor? Will there be enough vac 
cine for all the children who 
need it this year?

A. With the exception of a 
few communities, it has picked 
up very substantially, Now the 
picture is just the opposite. It

What Is Course? 

Q. What is the present rec- 
ommended course of inocula- 
tions? , 

A. The present recommended 
course is the first injection fol- 
lowed in five or six weeks with 
the second. The second fol- 
lowed in about seven months 
with the third. 

Q. What is the best time to 
have a child inoculated or vac- 
cinated? 

A. Ideally, it is before the 
polio season. But it is our feel- 
ing that any time is an appro- 
priate time—even in the polio 
season.

JOHNSON TOLD US that dropping someone's name 
from a dish is no easy matter.

Despite his successes, Borg- 
nine and his wife, Rhoda, are 
living in “just a little old 
house” they purchased for 
themselves and their 3-year-old 
daughter, Nancy, in Van Nuys, 
a San Fernando valley town 
just over the foothills from 
Hollywood.

You run across a lot of these 
special finishes today on furni- 


“ture and now and then some- 
.qne wants to either duplicate 
‘them on another piece of fur- 


niture or refinish one of the 
original pieces in the same 
finish. Frankly, when you set 
out on this job you are up 
against an almost impossible 
task for even if you write to 
the manufacturer and get from 
him the finishing schedule 
you'll find that the materials 
used are fast drying lacquers 
which are most difficult to 
apply except on a production 
line basis. 


Our advice is not to try to 
duplicate these novelty type 
finishes. You can usually get 
a pretty good match using paints 
and enamels or you go into 
something relatively simple 
using stains with a finial finish 
of shellac varnish or brush 
lacquer but don’t try anything 
too complicated. 

Another point we'd like to 
make is that when you purchase 
furniture it’s a good idea to 
keep in mind the fact that 
eventually you may want to 
add other pieces or that the 
original pieces will need re- 
finishing. If the finish is too 
tricky it might be difficult to 
match when you get around to 
.buying more furniture and it’s 
also going to be very difficult 
to refinish even for a profes- 
sional. 

Now if your heart is set on 
trying to duplicate one of these 
novelty finishes on some other 
furniture, we suggest that’ you 
write to the manufacturer and 
get from him the finishing 
Sehedule. This is about the 
“only source for the information 
needed,

But Borgnine desctibes him- 
self off-handedly as just an- 
other working man with a yen 
for a buck, denies that his back- 
ground paralleled Marty’s. 

Despite the facts that he 
drove a truck—unsuccessfully— 
during the depression and later 
joined the Navy in search of 
security, his foundation as a 
son of an Italian countess has 
given Borgnine an underlying 
cultural polish that gleams 
through his simplicity. 

Borgnine himself prefers to 
believe that his years of strug- 
gle contributed to his sensitive 
portrayal only in the sense that 
he gleaned from them a deep 
feeling for others. 

To prove that Marty spot- 
lighted only one side of his the- 
atrical personality, Borgnine 
will step onto the screen next 
in a musical “The Best Things 
in Life Are Free,” in which he 
will sing and disport himself 
as a comedian of sorts. 

Still, there is much of Marty 
in Borgnine—more, perhaps, 
than he realizes. His strong re- 
liance upon life’s fundamentals 
stood out sharply for example, 
when he knitted his beetle 
brows at a gay party after the 
Academy Awards ceremony and 
said: 

“I don’t know whether my 
daughter saw her daddy to- 
night, but I hope that some day 
she can look back on tonight 
and feel real proud.” 

But perhaps the best apprais- 
al of Borgnine was delivered by 
his wife, Rhoda, when someone 
suggested to her that her hus- 
band really WAS Marty. She 
snapped back: 

“The hell he is!” 

And Rhoda, who has traveled 
with Rorgnine over most of his 
rough road from obscurity to 
Oscar, has earned the last word.

ITH the yearly deluge of 
W rew cookbooks and food 

articles in magazines and 
newspapers, it is not too easy 
to realize that the “recipe” is 
comparatively modeyn. 

It succeeded the word “re- 
ceipt” that followed “ways of 
cooking” handed down by word 
of mouth from mother to 
daughter in every country. This 
custom lingerad on among our 
American Indians for centuries. 
It is probably only since agri- 
cultural high schools were pro- 
vided with homemaking courses 
that word-of-mouth recipes have 
been put into recipe form. 

It was particularly interest- 
ing to have a class from an 
Oklahoma Indian high school 
awarded the grand prize in the 
annual recipe contest staged by 
a teen-age magazine. While the 
recipes retained in most cases 
their original titles, they had 
been adapted for use with food 
products generally available 
today. The instructions had in- 
cluded such phrases as “pick 
the berries,” “gather the nuts” 
and “mash the corn.” 

The scallions or the young 
onions we use today have super- 
seded the wild onion or garlic 
still so plentiful in the fields. 
The eggs with which they were 
combined must have been 
gathered from the nests of 
game birds. The sage used as 
a seasoning was also a wild 
plant, as were chokeberries 
whose flavor is not unlike our 
cranberry.

Two cups chopped scallions, 
one-half cup water, two table- 
spoons fat, one teaspoon salt, 
two eggs, lightly beaten. 

Indians use wild onions for 
this recipe, but scallions are 
an excellent substitute. Wash 
scallions and chop in half-inch 
pieces. Cook in skillet with 

.water until tender. Pour off 

any excess water. Add fat and 

salt and stir in egg. Stir occa- 

sionally over low heat until egg 

is cooked. Yield: four servings.

Two cups cornmeal, one tea- 
spoon soda, one and one-third 
cups water (about), corn shucks 
or aluminum foil. 

Mix cornmeal and soda and 
add enough water so that dough 
will hold shape. Form with 
hands into tennis-ball sized 
pieecs. Wrap each ball fn corn 
shuck which has been boiled 
in water 10 minutes. Drop ball 
into deep utensil of boiling 
water. (Or use aluminum foil 
in 12-inch squares. Place each 
ball in square, bring up cor- 
ners and twist into bag, leaving 
room for cornmeal to expand. 
Drop in water and cover with 
rack to hold below surface.) 
Cook one hour. Yield: about six 
servings.

m a little as to what his hostess 
will be like or may be expected to do (especially if she is 
a great kisser). After the visit, talk it over with him.

IF A MEAL is to be served while you are visiting, 
explaining may be necessary. It may work out best to let 
your child eat separately. If he must eat with the others, 
try to see that he starts with a small serving, does not have 
to sit through a long formal meal, and is protected from 
too much alien direction as to how much and how he eats. 

Another famous, and dangerous, first is any birthday 
party. Even though he may have a party every year, each 
one is in its way a first party because they come so seldom, 
and partly because they change so from year to year, Mr. 
Bley’s rules for birthday parties, rules with which we 
heartily agree, include: Make them brief. Make them 
small. (If the weather and season permit outdoor activity, 
you can manage more children, and for a longer time, than 
if the event takes place indoors).

LESS HAPPILY, suppose the “first” in question is a 
visit to the doctor. Not much fun at best, here is consid- 
erable that can be done fo make it less painful. First, 
choose a doctor who not only is a good doctor but who is 
good with your child, If possible, don’t have shots given on 
the first visit. Try if possible to arrange that your appoint- 
ment take place at a certain time, rather than sitting 
around for a long time in the doctor’s waiting room.

As for a whole host of other first adventures—eating 
out in restaurants, going to the movies or concerts, visitifig 
amusement parks and museums or. even zoos—remember, 
“Many special events whieh adults attend sheerly for 
pleasvre, are not pleawres but trying events for the pre- 
schooler until he gets the hang of them.

It is 
important that your expectation of his behavior on these

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A Visit to Prince Rainier’s Palace 


Tourists Pay 29 Cents Each to Be Shown Through It—Some History of the Grimaldi Family 


PALACE IN

This is the third of a series 
of articles on Monaco, home 
of Grace Kelly after she mar- 
ries Prince Rainier III in 
Monte Carlo April 18-19. 


MONTE CARLO, Monaco, 

April 3. 
T PROMPTLY 2 o'clock 
A vesterday afternoon, as on 
every afternoon, members of 
the staff of the Palace of Prince 
Rainier opened gates that lead 
to the south side palace gardens 
and the few tourists waiting in 
the Palace square (I among 

them), made ready for a visit. 
Just inside the gate is a 
small booth at which, for 100 
francs, which is about 29 cents, 
a machine delivers a slip of 
paper marked “entree.” And 
as soon as a smali group had 
gathered (arid had opportunity 
to buy a guidebook, in French), 
one of the guides led the way 
under the palace wall and into 
a passage admitting to the 
broad inner quadrangle of the 

Court of Honor. 


Though the palace buildings 
surrounding it are in the main 
only three stories high, the 
courtyard gives something of 
the impression one*receives on 
entering a courtyard in the 
palace of the Vatican; and that 
impression was heightened 
when, on mounting the grand 
staircase, we arrived in the 
Gallery of Hercules—a porch 
along the south side, with a 
colorfully-painted groined ceil- 
ing, and walls embellished with 
Orazio Ferrari murals of the 
1600’s, depicting the exploits of 
the godlike hero.

UT I am getting ahead too 
Biase For, before ascending 

the elaborate staircase, we 
paid a brief visit to the palace 
chapel — a visit so very very 


brief that I had time to kneel 


for only a moment, to count its 
40 red upholstered chairs, to 
glance at its high dome and 
semicircular back window of 
beautiful stained glass, and to 
come away with a really vivid 
remembrance of only a strange 
crucifix beside the altar on 
which was a weirdly contorted 
figure of the dying Christ. 

The Gallery of Hercules is a 
reminder of the apparently ac- 
cepted origin of the name Mo- 
naco—that is, from the name

of the rock by the Phoenicians,

who set up a trading post at the 
foot of it and then erected on 
its top a shrine to their god, 
Melkarth, the One god, Monoi- 
kos, who was the Heracles of 
the Greeks and the Hercules of 
the Romans. That’s one story 
that I have read; another is 
that the name perhaps came 
from some word out of the lan- 
guage of the aboriginal Liguri- 
ans. 


Now, by a narrow hall, filled 
with busts of some of the Gri- 
maldis—Ranier III included— 
and containing also two oppo- 
site concave mirrors that give 
one an impression of gazing 
down a corridor of endless 
length — we were ushered into 
the chambers of the Grand 
Apartments. These comprise the 
state suites, and rather than 
bore you with a lot of details, 
just let me say that their dam- 
ask walls of blue and yellow 
and red and green, thejr rich, 
priceless furniture, intluding 
huge tester beds, their crystal 
chandelier, their great marble 
fireplaces—all this beauty of 
the state suites are properly 
palatial. But to live in them 
woyld be like living in a mu- 
seum—which is exactly what 
those rooms are—most of them. 

Among them, however, is the 
throne room—red damask walls, 
handsomely painted ceiling, with 
gold on all the groinings, and 
a majestic canopy of red and 
gold above the dais. 

There is one red-upholstered 
gold chair on the dais—but

other. 


Now in all this—and this is 
all we saw—our guide was chat- 
tering away in French, and was 
of no great help to me. I sup- 
pose I might have waited and 
got an English-speaking one 
(there are some, I understand), 
but I am a poor museum-goer, 
caring little for this minor de- 
tail or that one—and in the 
case of the Palace of the Grimal- 
dis, I felt reasonably sure that 
no guide would tell very much 
about some of the ghosts that 
must inhabit it... or of some 
of the men who once did. 


One of the early rulers, Lu- 
cien Grimaldi, who was Seigneur 
of Monaco from 1505 to 1523, 
came to power on the death of 
one of his brothers—a death 
in which Lucien was openly ac- 
cused of having a hand. He 
had to clear out for a while, but 
assumed command when the 
stench died down. 

Years later his nephew, Bar-

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tholomew Doria, son of Lucien’s 
sister and one of the great 
Doria family of Genoa, claimed 
that his uncle Lucien had 
robbed him. 

Getting no satisfaction, ana 
bearing old bitterness at his 
uncle’s murder, he dispatched 
a few of his henchmen to Lu- 
cien, asking that they be given 
shelter for a while, since they 
had got into a bad tumult in 
Genoa—and adding, in his note, 
that he himself would shortly 
follow. 

He did, after having arranged 
with Adm. Andrea Doria to 
have a fleet of galleys visit 
Monaco’s harbor. 

When the fleet arrived, and a 
messenger came to the castle to 
announce it, he brought also a 
message from Doria to Barthol- 
omew. “Do it quickly,” said 
the message. 

Whereupon, at a signal, Bar- 
tholomew’s gangsters rushed in, 
slew Prince Lucfen and then 
helped Bart get away safely in 
the galleys of Genoa,

NE of the bloodiest of af- 
() tras. and one that played 

an important part in shap- 
ing Monaco’s history as an in- 
dependent state, came in the 
days of Prince Honore II. Prince 
Honore had succeeded his fa- 
ther, Hercules I, when the lat- 
ter had been thrown over the 
castle wall by a few of his sub- 
jects who reputedly objected to 
his liberties with some of the 


‘women of their families. 


father died. This gave Spain an 
opportunity to throw troops into 
the principality, ostensibly 
allies and protectors, but once 
in, they stayed, and Spain ex- 
ercised virtual sovereignty. 

In 1641 Prince Honore Il 
made a secret treaty with Louis 
XIII of France, by which the 
independence of Monaco was to 
be supported by a small garri- 
son of French troops—provided 
the Spanish could be got out of 
the place. 

Honore began his work by im- 
prisoning 30 of his own Mone- 
gasques, making certain that 
those thus incarcerated were 
ruffians who wouldn't hesitate 
to wield a dagger. 

Then he invited the officers 
and major part of the Spanish 
troops to a great banquet in the 
palace. When the Spaniards 
were dull with wine, the pris- 
oners were released, handed 
weapons, and told to go in and 
kill.

Grimaldi of some of his hold- 
ings in territory then under 
their sway. Whereas Louis XIII 
made gifts to offset the, losses 
—the Siegneury of Baux, in 
South France, and the Duchy 
of Valentinois. 


The titles Duke de Valentin- 
ois and Marquis des Baux are 
still carried by the reigning 
prince. And it was as Duchess 
of Valentinois that Charlotte 
Grimaldi, Prince Rainier'’s 
mother, was adopted by her 
grandfather, Prince Albert I. 

There is another castle story 
of different type. 


Among the handsome and 
chilly rooms of the state apart¢ 
ments through which we 
strolled we saw the antecham- 
ber and the chamber of the 
Duke of York. They have had 
that name since the great bed- 


room saw the death of Edward . 


Augustus, Duke of York, broth- 
er of King George III of Eng- 
land. ‘ 
The Duke, greviously ill on 
board a British ship-of-war, was 
carried from the vessel to the 
alace, given every attention, 
but died. The year was 1767. 
Fishermen of the town nod- 
ded when cannon announced the 
Duke’s passing. They had 
known that he was doomed. 


As the warship was coming 
into the bay, some of them had 
seen the ghost-like figure of a 
woman sitting at a cave on the 
outer point of the Rock of 
Monaco, on which the palace 
stands. She had turned to watch

West opened the deuce of 
spades, a low club was played 
from dummy, and East auto- 
matically put up the spade king. 
That, of course, was extremely 
pleasing to declarer, who won 
with the spade ace and prompt- 
ly cashed the queen and jack, 
discarding two more clubs from 
dummy. The heart ace was 
knocked out, and after that 
South had clear sailing, since 
the diamond queen accommo- 
datingly fell on the first round. 

Aside from the fact that the 
defenders could have taken two 
club tricks and a heart before 
surrendering the lead, the con- 
tract still would have been 
defeated if East had merely 
thought things over before put- 
ting up the spade king.

THE UNITED NATIONS dis- 
armament conference in Lon- 
don seems to be bringing forth 
some real suggestions.

But 
the idea of “freezing” ail 
armies, then making reduc- 
tions, and putting off all new 
atomic tests for a time may be 
a way of beginning.

Real disarmament, of course, 
depends so much on mutual 
confidence that it is difficult to 
see how we can arrive at any 
real progress until we come to 
a meeting of minds on how the 
Communist and free world are 
going to live together.
